. Empire began to enlarge its Domi- * 
nions: for Camillus in the fame year 
rook the Ciry of the Yolſci, which 
had waged War againſt the Romays 
for Seventy years, and the City of 
the Aqui, and the Satrini, and ha- 
ving ſlain their Armies, ſeized all 
their Cities, for which aCftions he 
triumphed thrice. Alſo Titus Quir 
tins Cincinnatus purſuing the Prenc- 
ſtini, who had come armed even un- 
to the Gates of Rome, defeated them 
at the River A/za; and added their 
Cities to the Rowan Empire, and ha- 
ving beſieged the City Prexeſte, made 
tt ſurrender: he performed all theſe 
aCtjens' in twenty days, for which 

they decreed him a Triumph. * 
The Authority of the Military 
Tribunes laſted not long, - being 
ſoon diſſolved. For four years they 
were the Supream Officers in Rowe ; 
then the Military, Tribungs reſumed 
again their Dignity with a Conſular 
Power, and kept it for three, years;

; Titus (QQuintius the Didtator was 
ſent againſt the Gau/s, who had late- 
ly invaded /aly.

Anioe. Titus Manlius a moſt noble 
Senator fighting with a Gau/, who 


challenged him , flew him in ſingle _ 


Combat, and having taken off 
golden Chain that was abour his neck, 
pur it upon his own, which procu- 
red a perpetual honour to his Fami- 
ly, that they ſhould be called 7or- 
quats : the Gauls were put to flight; 
and a little while after, Caius 
Su/picius the Dictator routed them, 
Nor long- after Caius Marcivs over- 
came the Tuſci, and ſeven thouſand 
of them were led in Triumph.

ſy. : Afterwards L. Papirizs the Con- 
ful overcame the Sammnites, and ma- 
king ſeven thouſand of them Slaves, 
triumphed for the Victory obtained 
againſt rhem. Ar:the fame time 4p- 
piius Claudius Genſor brought into the 


= City Rome the: Water called from his 


name .Clexdia, and: paved the Appiar 
' way./\;:The Semnites having renewed

. win. and flew three thouſand of 
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his Men. Afterwards having his Fa- 
ther Fabias Maximns for his Licute- 


nant, he ſubdued the Samnires and rook 


moſt of their Towns. Then P. Cor- 
nelins Rnfinus, and Manius Curius 
Dentatus being Conſuls | were both 
ſenr againſt the Samzites, and over- 
came them jn feyeral great Battels. 
Then they finiſhed the War, which 
the Romans had waged with the Sam- 
vites for nine and forty years, Nei- 
ther was there now any Enemy in 
Ttaly, who would make trial of 
Roman Valour. A few years after, 
ſome Forces of the Gazls joined them.

 vites : but as they marched to Rome, 
Cn. Cornelius Dolabella defeated them. 
Ar the fame time the Rowars pro- 

claimed War againſt the 7arentini, 
who lived in the farthermoft parr of 
Italy, becanſe they had affronred their - 
Embaſſadors : they deſired Pyrrhus 
the King of Epiras, who was deſcen- 
ded from Achilles, to help them a- 
gainſt the Romans, who came ſoon 
after into /zaly. This - was the firſt

time the Romans fought with-a forein 
Enemy. P, Yalerius Levinys the Con- 
ſul. was ſent to fight them, who ha- 
ving taken Pyrrhus's Spies,. commands 
them to be led about his Camp to 
view his Army, and then be ſent 
back to tell Pyrrhus how the Romans 
managed their Actions. Upon the 
joyning of the Battel Pyrrhus fled; 
yet he overcame the Romans by the 
help of his Elephants, which they 
feared, having never ſeen them be- 
- fore. Bur the Night putting an end 
to the fight Levinus fled. Pyrrhas 
took cighteen hundred Romans, whom 
-= he fed? very honourably, and alſo bu- 
©. ried their dead, whom when he ſaw 
- lying upon the ground, with their 
wounds in-their Breaſt and Face, and 


--- With a ſtern countenance, he is re- 


ported to have held up his hands to 
Heaven uttering theſe words, That 


© he might have conquered the whole 


* * World, if it had been his fortune to 
"© have had ſuch valiant Soldiers. 
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- Afterwards Pyrrhas having joyn- 
ed the Samnites, the Lucani, and the 
Brutii to his Army marched to Rome, 
waſting all places with fire and ſword: 
he Jeſtroyed Campania, and came 
to the City Prexeſte eighteen miles 
from Rome. A little while after he 
retreated into Campania, being aftraid . 
of the Army , which followed him 
under the command of a Conſul. 
The Romans ſent Embaſſadors to Pyr- 
rhus, to deſire him to reſtore them 
their Captives, whom he received 
very honourably, and-ſent back their 
Captives without ranſorn. He very 
much admired one of the Roman Em- 
baſſadours, Fabricius by name, and 
when he knew him \to be poor,, he 
would have enticed him to leave the 
Romans, and come oyer to him, pro- 
miſing the fourth part of -his King- 
dom; . Fabricius deſpiſed it. Where- 
fore Pyrrhus eſteeming the Romans at 
a high. rate; ſent an Embaſladour a 
great Man by name Cineas to make 
Peace with - them - on equal terms, 
which - were, that he might _—_ 
thar 


that part of 7zaly which he had Con- 
quer'd. The Romans liked not the 
Propoſitions. Therefore the Senate 
ſent word to Pyrrbus, that he could 
have no peace with the Romavns, if 
he ſtayed in /taly. Then the Romans 
commanded all thoſe Captives, which 


; Pyrrhnus had reſtored, to be eſteemed | 


infamous, who ſhould have defend- 
ed themſelves with their Arms, nei- 
ther ſhould rhey regain their former

the ſpoils of their Enemies. Pyrrhus 
- his Embaſſadour returned with this 
' anſwer; whom when Pyrrhus asked, 
what fort of place he tound Rome ?

Marcus Aniilius Paulus, atid Ser- 
vius Fulvius Nobilior being Conſuls, 
failing to Africa with a Fleet of three 
hundred Ships, - overcame - the fr 7- 
cans firſt in a Sea-fight. Amilius the 
Conſul having ſunk one hundred and 
four of their Ships, took thirty with 
the men in them, and having ſlain or 
raken fifteen thoufand of the Enemy, 
enriched his Souldiers with coſtly 
Spoils.

| of the People, and treated the Embaſ- 
fadours that came from many, parts 
at a moſt coſtly Banquet,' ſaying, 
that ir became- the ſame General to 
overcome in War, and to appear great 
in bis Entertainment. A little after 
having taken ſeventy Cities of Epirus, 
which had rebelled againſt him; he 
diſtributed the Spoils to the Soldiers, 
and return'd to Rowe, with great pomp 
in Perſeus's Ship, reported to have 
been of an unuſual bigneſs, with fix- 
teen ranks of Oars, and triumphed 
moſt magnificently in his golden Cha- 
riot with his two Sons ſtanding on 
cach ſide of him, and Perſeus in the 
forty fifth year of his age with his 
two Sons going before him. Caizs 
Anicias alſo triumphed over the /y- 
rians, and Gentius is led before his

dren: The Kings of 'many Nations 
came to Rome to this great Sight ; A- 
moneſt the-reſt Atralss and Eumenes

' " pitol, with the conſent of the Se. 
nate. - Alfo Pruftas recommended his

- The following: year Lucius MHem- 
 #us fought ſucceſsfully in Spazy, and 
sfrerwards Marceus the Conſul for- 
tunately: managed his Affairs there. 
.- Fher- the third 'Carthaginian War 
bepun, in the fix hundredth year from 
the building of the Ciry, in the Con- 
fulſhip- of Lucius Mankus Cenſorinus; 
and Marcas Manlius, fifty one' years 
after the ſecond Punickt War. Theſe 
carried the War to Carthage, againſt 
whom A/drubal fought as General, 
and Famea commanded the Horſe ; 
chen Scipio the Nephew of Scipio 4- 
fricanns 'was' a Tribune of the Sol- 
diers, him all the Romans feared' and 
: reſpected, 
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reſpefted, for he was eſteemed very. - 
ſerviceable both in rheir Battels and at 
their Councils, therefore-many things 
were managed fortunately through 
him by theſe Confuls ; neither did 
Aldraba 
more, than to fight againſt chat Squa- 
dron of the Romans, where Sczpro 
fought. About the ſame time Maf- 
viſſa, the King of Numidia, who for 
ſixty years was in League with the 
Romans, in the ninery ſeventh year 
of his age, died, leaving forty four 
Sons behind him, and ordered Scip7o 
to divide his Empire amongſt them.

In the Conſulſhip of Marcas Porcius

Cneus Scribonius 
after the expiration of his' Conſul- 
ſhip was ſent to ſucceed him, he over- 
coming the Dardani, matched a Con. 
queror.even to 'the Danube, 'and ob- 
taind a Triumph, having ended the 
War iti three years. 

Publias Servilius a valiant Man was 
kent Proconſul into Cilicia and Pam: 
phylia. Afﬀeer the Conqueſt of Clicia 
he beſieged and took the beſt Cities 
of Lycia; amongſt rheſe he took Pha- 
ſelis, Olympus with Corycus of Cilicia, 
then poing againſt the Zavri, and 
they ſubmitting, he ended the War 
in three years. The firſt of all the 
Romans that marched to the Moun- 
tain Taurus returning home, he re- 
ceived a Ttiumph accotding to his 
merits and had the name of /auricus. 

Cuzus Coſcontus beitig Proconful

He 
alſo-raiſed a great Civil War by the 
inſtigation of his Wife Cleopatra, the 
Queen of Fgypr, whilſt the through a 
womans ambirion long'd: to rule: ar 
Rome. He-was overcome by Auga/ius 
ina famous Sca-fight, at Atium-in 
Epirus, from whence he fled to Egypt; - 
and-in deſpair , when all his Soldiers 
had reyolted to Augdaſtus , he Killed 
himſelf. Cleopatra died with the pot 
ſon of Aſps , - which ſhe had put to 
ber Breaſts, Oftavianus Auguſtus ad- 
ded A#gypt to the Roman Empire, and 
Cy. Cornelius Gallus was the firſt thar 
(RISE it, Thus having finiſhed all 
is Wars every where, Auguſtus in the 
twelfch year after he had been made 


Conſul returned ro:Rome. From that * 


time he governed the Commonwealth 
alone for four and forty years, having < 
rul'd it twelve years betore with Le- 

he's pidns 
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; pw and Avtony ; -and ſo from the 
' beginning to the end his Reign laſted 
fix and fifty years. He died a nz 
rural death in the ſeventy ſixth 
year of his age , in Atela, a City of 
Campania. He was buried in the Cam. 

3s Martius at Rome; a man not un- 
deſervedly for the moſt part, reckon 

a God. Nor was any one more happy 

Than him in his Wars, or more mode 
rate- in Peace. He lived with the 
greateſt civility all the four and forty 
years he ruled alone , being molt libe- 
ral towards all men , and very faithful 

£0 his friends, whomhe had advance 

£o1o great honors, that they wereal 
moſt equal to. himſelf. The Roman 
affairs never flouriſhed more (befor: 
his time) for beſides the Civil Wars in 
which he was always conqueror , he 
added pypt to the Roman Empire 
with Cantabria, and Dalmatia, often 
times overcome before , but entirely 
ſubdued by him : alfo Pawnoria, Aqui 

#ania, Wilyricum, Rhetia, the Vindelidi 

and the Salaf# , living upon the As; 

with all the Maritime Cities of _ 
a 
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and amongſt theſe the famous Cities 
Boſphoras and Panticapeon, He over- 
came the Dac# in ſeveral Bairels, 'He 
cur off the great Forces of the: Ger- 
mars, and drove them beyond the Ri- 
ver Albis, which is up the Countey tar 
from the Rbine : but this War was 
managed by his Sott-in-law Draſas, as 
the Pannonian War-was by his other 
Son-in-law 7 iberins; in which: War he 
brought four huadred thouſand Ca- 
ptives out of Germary , and' planted 
'em upon the Banks of the Rhone in 
Gaul, He retook Armenia. from the 
Parthians, and the Perfrarvs gave 'Ho- 
ſtages to him, (which they neyer did 

e to any other.) Alſo they reſto- 
red the Roman Enfigns, which were 
taken away from Craſſus , when he 
was beaten. The Scqrhians , and 
the Indians ſene preſents ard. Em- 
baſadors to- him, who before had' 
never heard of the Roman name. Ga. 
latia in his time was made a Province; 
being before a Kingdom; and, M.. Lel-" 
lies the Propretor wasthe fixſt- that 
governed ir. The barbarous —_ 
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fo loved him, that Kings who were Al. 
lies of the Roman People, builr Citics 


ro his honer which they would call. 


Ceſarea; as that builr by King Juba 
in Mauritania, and that in Paleſtine, 
which now isa very famous City. Ma. 
ny Kipps left rheir Kingdoms, to do 
him'fervice, and being dreſſed in a 
Roman Habit, ran by him in his Cha- 
riot, or on Horſeback, and dying he 
was ſtiled a God : He. left the Com. 
monwealth to 7zberius in a moſt flou- 
riſhing' condition ; who being his 
Wives Son, was aftcrwards his Son-in- 
.law-by the marriage of his Daughter, 
and at laſt his Son by adoption, 

- Tiberius governed very lazily with 
great cruelty, wicked avarice, and fil 
thy luſt. He never fought in perſon, 
burcarried onhis Wars by his Lieute- 
. nants. ' Some Kings whom he had en- 
ticed to him by his flartcries, he never 
let return: to their. own Country ; a- 
mongſt-whom Archelaus King of Cap- 
padecia , * whole Kingdom” alſo he 
made- a- Province, and commanded 
the chief City to be called after his 


name, - 
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tame, which'now is' called Cafarea, 
and before Mazaca.”' He reigned three 
and:rwenty-years , and djed in Cam- 
panja in the eighty third year of hisage, 
to the preatoy of all men. 

. After him rul'd Caius Ceſar, ſurna- 
med Caligula, Druſus the Son-in-law of 
Auguſtus was his Grandfather, and '7z- 
terius his- great Uncle: -he was very 
wicked and'horrible , 'one who might 
excuſe-the 'Vices of 7iberius. He un- 
derrook a War againſt the Germans ; 
and entering into Suevia , performed 
no valiant-aCtion,: He commitred-Tn+ 
ceſt with his Siſters, and had a Daijgh- 
ter by one of 'em, when he had been 
outragious rowards all men in Cruel- 
ty, Avarice, and Luſt, he was kilfd 
in his Palace in the nine and thirtierh 
year of his age, and of his Reign the 
_ year; tenth month , and eighth

Sentius 
and Aulus Plautius, He made a fa 
 mous triumph: He added alſo to the 
Ramana Empire ſome Iſlands ſcituated 
beyond: Britaxy , in the Occan call'd 
Orcadſs : He ſhil'd his Son; Britamnicas, 
and appeared fo. civil to ſome: of his 
Fricads, that he accompanicd Plautins 
a Nobleman, who in che Britiſh expe 
dition perfornyes many brave aCtions, 
ia _lis trump going to: the. Capitol, 
and. walked pg {t hand : He l- 
wed ſixty four years; and reign'd fonr- 
teen;;. He was Conſecrated after his 
death , and ſtiled a Gad. 
After lim came Nero, very liketo 
his Uncle Caligz/a : who both diſgrs 
ecd-and diminiſhed the Roman Em- 
Pirg; one. of unuſual luxury and ex 
PERct::.. he followed the example of 
Capus Caligula, and walked himiclt in 
het and. cold Qymuncars: he. filled 
ebb ie mile i 
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with golden Nets and purple ftrinpy: 
he-kill'd a great many of the Seaarh, 
and was an enemy toalligovd men: ar 
laſt he proſtiruted himlelf- ſo baſely, 
thar he danced and ſung. upon a'Srage 
ina Fidlers habit : he commirted ma- 
ay parricides in .the murther of his 
Brother's Wife-and Mother: he burnt 
Rome , that it might repreſent to him, 
how heretofore Zroy was taken'and 
burnt : he performed no-warlike aCi; 
on, and almoſt loſt Britanny ; for there 
in his rime two noble Cities were took 
andideſtroyed.' The 'Parthians took 
away Armenia,and made ſlaves of the 
Roman Legions. Yet two Provinces 
were pained in his time, Poxtus, call'd 
Polemoniacas, fromthe pitt of King Po- 
lemon ; the 4lps, call'd Cotie, from the 
death of King Cacivs, Hence he bes 
camedeteſtable to Rome, deſerted /by 
allmen, and: adjudged an enemy by 
theSenate; When he was ſearched fot 
to bepuniſhed, which was chus;' that 
he ſhould be1ead alang in publick na» 
ked; with a' Fork.upon'his neck, -and 
beaten wich Rods ro.dearh , ſhould be

Rock? he fled out of the Palace ; near 
the City ina Farnu of one of his Free-

call'd: Neronianz , 'and now Aexan- 
erin&: hedied-inthe one and thirtieth 
- year of his age; and the fourteenth 
year:of his Reign, Wirh him all Auge- 
ſtas's Family-was extin&t. ' - 
After him-came Ser. Galba; a Sen 
tovof a very ancient Family, being fe 
yenty three years, he was choſe Empe. 
ror by the! Spaniards and Garls, and 
afrer was willingly received by 
all:che Armies.: when he lived a pre 
_ watelife, he was eminent in Military 
and Civil Afﬀairs, often Conſul, often 
Prbconſul, and General in the greateſt 
Wats: - in his ſhort Reign he began 
well;-burtat:laſt ſeemed more inclined 
to: ſeverity ::he was kilFd by the.trea- 
chery-of Othavinthe ſeventh month of 
his Reign, ;and'thad his throat icur in 
the: Forum at\Rome!, and buried in bis 
Gardens, in thezAnre/ian way nor fat 
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. Otho having. kill'd' Galba; got the 
Empire'z of a more noble race by his 
Mother,-than by his Farther; but "nei- 
ther-was mean :- he ' was effeminate in 
his private life , and'could not ſhew 
any experiment of himſelfin his Reign; * 
for at that'time when Ozho Killd: Gal- 
ba, Vitellius was made Emperor by the 
German Armies,and rais'd War againſt 
him., when he was' beat in a'Skir- 
miſh at Bebriacumiin Italy, tho he had 
pour forces temaining : He kill'd him- 
{elf:of his own accord ,''and anſwered 
his Soldiers , deſiring him nor ſo-ſoon 
to-deſpair of 'rthe ſucceſs of the war, 
that he was not of ' ſo'great value, to 
be the 'occaſion of a Civil War : he 
died a.voluntary death, in the 38th. 
year of: his age, and'the 95th. day of

' Then Yitell;us obrained the Em- 
pire, of a«Family+ more advanced by 
prefermetit, than/ noble: his Father 
Was not yery honorably born , yet 
borethree regular Conſulſhips ; heru- 
led very-/ ſcandalouſly, notorious for 
great cruelty, «ſpecially for Gluttony ;

_ Afﬀcer him reigned Yeſpatian, made

After che deceaſe of 7rafan, Aliu 
Adrianus was made Emperour, indeed 
not' with 7rajar's Will, bur by the 
help of his Wife Plotina, for he, as 
long as he liv'd, although he was his 
kin{man, would nor adopt -him ; he 
was born at 7alica in Spain, who en: 
vying the glory of his Predeceſſour, 
preſently forſook thoſe three Provinces 
Which 7rajan had added to the Rs 
man Empire; and: recall'd his Forces 
out of Afyriq, Meſopotamia, and Ar- 
menia, aud made Euphrates the Ex 
ſtern bound of the Empire; hisFriends 
deter'd, him endeavouring to do the 
fame thing in Dacia, leſt many of the 
Roman Citizens ſhould be exposd to 
the” Barbarians : for when Trajan had 
conquer'd that Countrey, he'brought 
a great. Colony ont of the whoſe R+ 
»1an Empire to plant and build Cities 
there, Dacza being depopulared in the 
lopg War with Decibalus : FElins 4 
&riames 'enjoy'd/ peace all the __ 
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his Reign, having made only one War, 
and that by the Governour of the 
Province, he travel'd all over the Ro- 
man Empire and built in many places. 
He was a very good Scholar both in 
Latin and Greek; not eſteem'd very 
merciful-, yet he took great care of 
his Revenue, and the Diſcipline of 
his Soldiers. He died in Campanza, 
above. ſixty years old, and in the 
twenty firſt year, tenth month , 
and twenty ninth day of his Reign: 
The Senate would not have made 
him a God, onely Titus Aurelius Ful- 
vins Antoninus , that ſucceeded him, 
by: long intreaty, when all the Sena- 
tors reſiſted him openly, at length 
obrain'd ir. GD 

Then 7itss Antoninus Fulvius Bojo- 
vive was made -Emperour after Adria- 
2s; he was alſo call'd Pius, his Fa- 
mily was Noble, but not very ancient; 
yet hie himſelf was ſo famous a Man, 
that he'migbr as deſeryedly be com- 
par'd-to Numa Ponipilius, as Trajan 
to Romulus: When he was & private 
Man he was very honeſt, but when -

Emperour, much'more. He was rough 
ro none, bur. kind to all : indifferent- 
ly honour'd. for his Military Actions, 
affeting more. to defend the Pro- 
Vinces, than to increaſe them, he made 
it his buſineſs to. ſeek for men that 
were able to govern the Common. 
wealth, always conterring great ho- 
nour upon .good Men, and deteſting 
the bad without ſeverity ; he was no 
leſs venerable to his Confederate 
Kings than awful; inſomuch that ma. 
ny. Nations of the Barbarians laid 
down their Arms, and ſubmitted 
themſelyes to _ his Opinion in . their 
Controverſies.and Quarrels : he was 
very. rich before he was Emperour, 
bur waſted it in his Soldiers pay, 
and-gifts beſtowed upon his tFriends; 
yer he left a rich Treaſury behind 
| him. He. was call'd Pzxs tor his cle 
mency, and -dy'd at Lorium , his 
Country Palace | about twelve mils 
from Rome, in the ſeventy third yea 
of his age, and twenty third; of hs 
| Reign, and was deſeryedly made 3 
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After him reign'd M. Antoninus Ve: - | 

#5, who was without doubta moſt no- 
ble Prince:for hisFather deſcended from 
Numa Pompilius, and his Mother from 
King Salentinus ; with him reign'd L. 
Annins Antoninus Verus , for then the 
Roman Commonwealth firſt ſubmir- 
ted to the equal authority of two 
Princes, being govern'd before bur by 
one Emperour, Theſe were ally'd by 
Kindred and Marriage : for Yerus An- 
nius Antoninus married the Daughter 
of M. Antoninus, bnt M. Antoninus was 
Son-in-law to- Antoninas Pius, by his 
Wife Galeria Fauſtina the younger, who 
was his Couſin-german. They made 
War with the Parthians, whoafter the 
Victory of 7Trajay, then made their firſt 
Rebellion. Y. Antoninus march'd to 
this War, and living at An77och near 
Armenia, did great aCtions by the con- 
duct of his Captains; he took Se- 
lexcia a very famous City in Aſſyria 
with five hundred thouſand Men : 
and conquering the Parthians, made 
a Triumph: with his Brother and Fa- 
ther-in-law. He dy'd in Yenetia of 
Ws K 3 the 
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the Diſeaſe, which the Grecians call 


the Apoplexy, being Kill'd by a fud- I * 
den eruption of blood in his brain, I *« 
in his Litter with' his Brother, as he i h 
was coming from Concordia to Alti- il j 
zum. He was a rough Man, yet ne. | v 
verdid any ill thing in reverence to iſ h 
his Brother ; he dy'd in the eleventh I v 
year of his Reign, and was' made 1 : 


** After him only M. Antoninus go. iſ 0 
vern'd the Commonwealth ; a' man ſl Þ 
more to'be' admir'd than prais'd : he © 
was very peaceable from the begin- I ai 
ning of his life ; inſomuch that neither I » 
joy nor mY could alter his count iſ ff 
nance ; he mightily lov'd the Stoick ſ 
Philoſophy, and was Maſter of it as iſ © 
well by Learning, as by the moral iſ 4 
ty of his life. * Even when he wasa ſſp 2 
youth he merited ſo great admirs iſ a 
tion, that Adriaxus deſign'd to make MW At 
hin his Ceſar, but having adopted iſ © 
Antoninus Pius, he made him therefore i Þ 
his Sori4in-law,chat he might come tha I G 
way to the Government ; helearnd 
Philoſophy of Apollonius , the Chat 
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cedonian , and Greek of Sextus Chiro- 
nenfis, Plutarch's Nephew, and Fron- 
to that moſt excellent Orator taughr 
him Latin ; he carry'd himſelf very 
juſtly ro all the Romans, and was no 
way puffd up atcording to the 
haughtineſs 'of Emperours : . he was 
very liberal, and govern'd the Pro- 
vinces with great moderation. Af. 
fairs while he reign'd were carry'd 
on ſucceſsfully againſt the Germavs, in 
his own Perſon , he made one War 
with the Marcomanni, as conſiderable 
3any in Story, even to be compar'd 
with- the Carthaginian Wars , and 
from the loſs of whole Armies to be 
eſteem'd worſe. In his time there 
happend fo great a Peſtilence , thar 
after. his Victory over the Perſians, 
a-preat: number of Men and almoſt 
all his Soldiers dy'd - through 7raly 
and the Provinces. Wherefore after 
he had  perſeverd with great  la- 
bour and-patience fall three years at 
Carnuntum, he ended that War with 
the Marcomanni, which had been ear: 
ryd on by. the confederacy of the 
K 4 Quad!, 
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Quadt', the - Vandali,. tlie Sarmate , 
rhe 'Suevi and all the neighbouring 
Barbarians ; he flew a great many 
thoufand of them, and having freed 
the: Pannoniz from their ſervitude, he 


. ; - ri *» 
. . made another Triumph- at Rome with 


his Son Com.  Antoninus , whom he 
had' made his: Ceſar. ' When his Ex- 
chequer was all exhauſted in this 


War, and he' had no aſfiſtarice by Pre: 


ſents, being unwilling to lay any thing 
upon the ' Provinces or'the-Seriate, he 
made an Inventory 'of the furniture 
of his' Palace, and'in 7rajan's Forum 
for 'two months expos'd to fale ' his 
golden Veſſels, his Chryſtal and Am- 
ber Cups ,' his Wites and his own 
Wardrobe, and a great many Jewels; 


” from which hemxaisd'a -Þ Sum of 


Gold, and after rhe Victory bought 
his Houſhold-ſtuff again of them' that 


were Willing to ſell, being offended 
with none that refus'd it. He alfo 
grafted that Neþlemen- might make 
- , Feafts'with' the ſame Grandeur and: 
Retinue as himſelf. After this Vidto- 
ry he' was ſo noble in' his Sports and 
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the Ronan HIST ORY. 13z 
publitk*Shews, thathe is reported to 
have expos'd in the Amphitheater an 
undred Lions at once. Thus aſter he 
had reftor'> the Commonwealth ro a 
proſperous condition, he dy'd iti the fix- 
ty firſt year of his age, having Reign'd 
abour eighteen years, and was made 
a God according to the earneſt deſires 
a3. 

Lacius Antoninas Commodus ſucceeded 
him,” a Man nor at all like his Father, 
yet conſiderable for a War, he ma- 
nag'd ſucceſsfully againſt the Germaxs ; 
he cndeavour'd to have the 'month 
September call'd Commodus from his 
own. name; being deprav'd by his 
luxury and luſts, he oftentimes 
foughr as a Gladiator in their Fencin 
Schools, and in the Amphitheater wit 
ſuch ſort of Men. He dy'd ſudden- 
ly, and *rwas thought he was ſtrangl'd 
or poifon'd, when he had Reign'd 
twelve years and cight months from 
the death of his Father, ſo deteſted by - 
every body, that he was refleAed up-. 
on as an Enemy to mankind, even at-. -

He. was the- firſt and laſt Emperour in 

the memory of Man that eyer came 

out of 4frica,' he was firſt an Advo- 

cate. in the Treaſury , afterwards 

a- Tribune of the Soldiers, and ſo 

by various employments he. came 

to the government of the Cormmon-

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wealth. He call'd himſelf Pertznax 
in honour of that Pertizax flain by 
Julian; he was very parſimonious, 
and by nature cruel. - He fought ma- 
ny Wars, and came off ſucccisfully : 
he ſlew Peſcennius Niger at the City 
Cyzicus, who had made a Rebellion in 
Agyptand Syria : he overcame the 
Parthians and the Arabiqns to fuch a 
degree, thatif he pleas'd he might have 
made their Countrey a Province ; 
wherefore he was call'd Parthicus and 
Arabicus : he built many Cities all o- 
verthe Roman Empire. In his Reign 
Clodius Albinus , that conſpird with 
Julian to kill Pertinax , made himſelf 
Ceſar in Gaul, but was overcome and 
ſlajn at Lugdunum. Severus, beſides the 
honor he obraincd in Military Aftions, 
was much renowned for Politicks., be- 
ing a very good Scholar, andan-excel- 
lent Philoſopher : his laſt War was in 
Britanny, where he fortified the Pro- 
vinces, he had recover'd, with a great 
wall rwo & thirty miles long, from che 
German Ocean to the /r:/b Sea: he-died 
ar Eboracum when he was a yery old 
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man; in the cighteenth year,and fourth 


monrth-iof his Reign, and was conſfecra- 
ted a God : he leithisrwo Sons Baſſ- 
anus and Gete to ſucceed him , and by 
order of Senate would have Baſſanas, 
call'd : Antoninys ; Wherefore he al- 
funrd the name of M. Aurelias Antoni- 
z2#5' Baſſianus,and ſucceeded his Father ; 
for his Brother Geza being look'd upon 
asa publick enemy,was forthwith ſlain. 
M. Aurelius Antoninus Baſſtanus, call'd 
alſo: Caracatla,, was much of his Fa- 
thers diſpoſition, . yet ſomewhat more 


rough and ill natur'd : he made a fa- 


mous Bath at: Rome, call'd Antonini- 
anz ; the only remarkable rhing of his 
life:' he was one ſo ungovernable in 
his'Euſt, that he married his Mother- 
in-law Fulia : he ended his days at Of- 
roenes, a City not far from Ezeſſa , in 
© his deſign againſt the Parthians, in 
the ſixth'year of his Reign, and fecond 
month, ſcarce three and forty years 


old;\and was buried at the publickcoſt 
of the-people. | 
Then Opz1ius Macrinus the Captain 
of the” Guards was made ar 
tt with 
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with his.Son Diadumenus , they" did 
nothing . worth . memory. ,  for- they 
reign'd ,but fourteen months, - and 
were both ſlain by a tumulr of the 
Soldiers. :After thele two Marcus Au. : 
relius Antoninus was made Emperor; 
he was thought to be the Son of A4nto- 
ninus Caracalla, but indeed he was a 
Prieſt of the Temple of ZHeliogabalus : 
he, when he came to Rome, with the 
great expeCtation both of Soldiers and 
Senators , disgrac'd himſelf with all 
ſorts of Scandal, and liv'd moſt ſhame- 
fully and lewdly ; fo after two years 
and eight months his Soldiers flew 
him and his Mother Semia, the Sy- 
rian. 

Next to him reign'd Aurelius Alex- 
ander, he was ſtil'd by his Army Czſar, 
and by the Senate Auguſtus ;:he was a 
very young Man, and making War 
with the Perftans, moſt gloriouſly o- 
vercame AFerxes their King, He 
ſtrictly kept up the Diſcipline of his 
Soldiers, and disbanded ſome whole 
Legions, that were tumultuous. Z1- 
pian the famous Civilian was the 
Maſter 
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of his Rolls. He was very 
vourable ro Rome, bur ſlain jn Ga, 
uproar of the Soldiers, having 
years and eightUays,

:Gallienus when he wasa young man, 
was made Emperor ; at firſt he man- 
naged the Empire happily, then indif- 
ferently , at laſt very ill; for in his 
youth he aCted valiantly in Gaul, and 
Hlyricum , having * kill'd Ingenuus at 
Marſ who uſurp'd the Empire, and 
Trebellianus: along while he was quier 
and peaceable ; afterward falling into 
all vice: he negledted the Common- 
"wealth, chrough idleneſs and deſpair; 
the Almans having waſted all Gaz/, 
wn into ma : he "_ ata +" 

ond the Danube, was brought 
clog rc by- Trajan : A 
Macedonia, Pontus, and Afia were over- 
run by the Goths : Pannonia was ſpoil- 
ed by the Sarmatians, and the Quad: - 
the Germans came even to Spain, and 
beſieged the noble City 7arraco: the 
Parthians having overcome Meſopora- 
mia, began to claim a title to Syria.

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Gallzenus not minding the Common- 
wealth, the Roman-Empire was kept 
up in the Weſt by Poſthamus, in the 
Eaſt by Oderatus; in the mean time 
Gallienus , and his Brother Yalerzanus 
were kill'd at Med:olanum in the ninth 
year of their Reign : and Claudins ſuc- 
ceeded him , choſen by his Soldiers, 
and declar'd Emperor by the Senate. 
In a great Battel he overcame the 
Goths Poiling and depopulating /lyr7- 
cum, and Macedonia: he was a frugal 
modeſt man, a lover of Juſtice, and fir 
to govern the Commonwealth ; who 
nevertheleſs*died of a natural death, 
before he had reigned two years, and 
was ſtiled a God. The Senate honor- 
ed him mightily , that he ſhould have 
a Golden Shield ſer up for him in the 
Senate-houſe, with a Golden Statue in 
the Capitol. 

After him Quintilius the Brother of 
Claudius was choſen Emperor by the 
conſent of his Soldiers; a man from 
his extraordinary moderation, and ci- 
vility either to*be equall'd or prefer'd 
before his Brother : the Senate agreed 
| L 3 . that 


that he ſhould be call'd Auguſt us. He 
was kill'd when he had been Emperor 
ſixteen days. | 
After him Aurelian took upon him 
the Empire,born in Dacia Ripenfis ; he 
was a man powerful in War, but of an 
unruly nature, and prone to cruelty : 
he very valiantly beat the Goths, and 
reſtored the Roman Empire by various 
ſucceſſes of War to its ancient bounds: 
he overcame 7etricus in Gaul amongſt 
the Catalauni: Tetricus delivering up 
his Army whoſe, continual Sedirions 
he could not bear;..for by ſecret Let- 
ters heſo preſs'd Aurelian, that among 
other. arguments he us'd this Verſe of 
Virgil, Eripe me his invite malis, that 
is, Deliver me thou great Conqueror, 
from theſe misfortunes. Healſo in a ve- 
ry great Battel took Zenobia, not far 
irom Antioch , when her Husband 
Odenatus who commanded thoſe parts 
of the Eaſt was kill'd, and entering 
Rome, he triumphed very nobly, as it 
he had been Conqueror of the Eaſt, 
and Weſt ; Zetricus and Zenobia going 
before his Chariot.

Baſternz; and the Sarmatians. They 
plac'd a great many Caprives of theſe 
Nations upon the Roman Frontiers, 
Dioclefian was cunning, witty, and ſub- 
til, ſo managing himſelf in his ſeverity, 
that other men might bear the hatred, 
Nevertheleſs he was a very carcfuland 
prudent Prince, and was the firſt thar 
rather obſery'd the form of Regal Cu- 
ſtoms than of Roman Liberty *: . and 
when before his time Emperors were 
only faluted, he commanded the peo- 
plero worſhip him as a God: he wore 
Jewels upon his Cloaths and Shooes; 
whereas before the Badg of Royalty 
conſiſted in a Purple Coat, the other 
dreſs was in common-:. but Herculius 
in outward appearance fierce, and of a 
tude diſpoſition, diſcover'd his rough- 
neſs in the horror of. his countenance; 
-but ſmoothing his own nature , he o- 
'bey'd Dzoclefran in his more ſevere de- 
ſigns. Dzoclefian , when he grew old, 
finding himſelf unfit to govern the 
_Empire-, mav'd Herculins to live 2 
| pri- 
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private life, and give up the Common- 
wealth to brisker and younger men 
to which his Collegue unwillingly con- 
ſented ; yer both of them upon a cer. 
rain day chany'd the Royal Robe for a 
Private Habit; Diocleffan at Nicome- 
dia ; Herculius at Mediolanum , after 
they had gloriouſly triumph'd at Rome 
over a great many Nations , with a 
magnificent ſhew of Pageants, in which 
the Wives , Siſters, and Children of 
Narſeus went before their Chariot j 
one of them retir'd to Salonz; the other 
to Lucania. Divcleſtan as a private man 
ſpun out an honorable old age at x 
place near Saloiz , exercifing himſelf 
in Virtue unuſyal to him before. He 
was the only min after the foundation 
of the Roman Empire, that of his own 
accord deſcended from ſo high a pitch 
toa private condition; for which rea- 
ſon this hapned to him which never did 
to any other , that tho dying a private 


man, he ſhould be conſecrated a God.
